Prison Sentence Will Be De- 
manded in Case Growing 
Out of Boys’ Charges 
Against Rector. 


VESTRY TERMED UNFAIR. 
Both Sides Retain Lawyers and 
Accusations Regarding the 
Rev. Dr. A. M. Griffin 
Will Be Aired. 


At least three separate hearings—one of 
them a criminal proceeding—are scheduled 
as @ part of the program to clear up the in- 
volved charges and counter charges that have 
deen made in the St. Peter's Episcopal church 
row. 

In the ¢riminal case, which Senior War- 
éen W. J. Bryson says will be carried to the 
grand jury as soon as the evidence can be 
prepared, a penitentiary sentence will be 
demanded. It is declared that sufficient evi- 
@ence already is in the hands of the church 
vestrymen to warrant such action. 

But Aftorney Louis A. Helle, who is repre- 
senting the boys who made the charges re- 
Mliecting. on the Rev. Dr. Alfred W. Griffin, 
rector of St. Peter's, says the vestrymen have 
heard only a small part of the evidence. 
Moreover, he expects to force the vestry to 
reopen the case which was supposed to have 
been closed when the rector was exonerated 
by them some days ago. He will not be satis- 
fied, he says, until the vestry hears the en- 
tire cage and does justice to the boys who 
were dismissed from the choir. 


Thinks Justice Not Done. 

“TI do not presume to say what the merits 

of this case are, said Attorney Heile last 
evening. “I do know, however, that 
justice has not been done to these boys who 
have been disgraced publicly without a 
hearing. 
Phe vestry heard only the three affidavits 
which were carried to the members of that 
body by Mr. Bryson. Mr. Bryson is sincere, 
but he is biased by friendship for the rector. 
There were seven affidavits and the members 
of the vestry did not see or learn the con- 
tents of the other four. Notwithstanding this 
unfair investigation into the case, the boys 
who presume to tell the truth about the mat- 
ter were dismissed from the choir in dis- 
grace.”

Organization. °

Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 18.—[Gpecial.}—Ofm.- 
cials of the T. M. C. A. in Iowa expect to 
drive out the evils of the undergraduate fra- 
ternities in high schbols by the establish- 
ment of a branch T. M. C. A. in every high 
school in the atate. 

Paul Smith, state secretary of the Student 
T. M. C. A. announced the general plans of 
the association today. 

It is proposed to install a library, gym- 
nasium, and lecture course at every school, 
appoint a resident secretary in charge of 
the work who shall organize athletic teams, 
interest parents and guardians of the pupils 
in the scheme. and in general create a whole- 
some social and athletic atmosphere. 

All semblance to the fraternity idea, as 
the youths in high schools have construed 
it, will be eliminated.

ganization’s liberties elaborated. 

Interscholastic debates and. contests in 
declamation are already planned to follow an 
interscholastic football season. The plan 
was started by the student department of the

She is 4 member of a wealthy Mul- 
waukee family/and has an income of her own 
beside that given to her by her former hus- 
band, who also made an allowance to the 
children. 

Father Maries Again. 

Shortly after the divorce he remarried in 
New York, and has not visited Evanston, al- 
though the children had had visits with him 
when he passed through Chicago in his trav- 
eling across the country. 

Mrs. Sholes was a patient at the Evanston 
hospital for more than a year, and during 
the last winter was an invalid at the Avenue 
house for several months. 

The daughter's grief was doubled by this 
affliction and she seldom went out socially, 
although she Was a popular guest at many of 
the affairs of the Evanston Country club and 
the Evanston Golf club. She seemed, how- 
ever, in good spirits until a week ago Sunday, 
when she met her father in Chicago and had 
& long talk with him. 

Wednesday she received a letter from him 
inclosing a check, and, although she merrily 
told her friends how she planned to spend it, 
the message is thought to have caused a 
return of her chief sorrow. Half a dozen of 
her friende were with her during the evening, 
and once she broke off the accompaniment 
to à little song she was singing and left the 
piano without explanation. 


Maid Gives the Alarm. 


Later she retired to her room in thoughtful 
silence.

When she returned with a 
stranger to break down the door, Mrs. Sholes 
had arisen and was in a state of collapse. 
The door was forced in and the young woman 
was found fully dressed as she had been the 
previous evening. The gas jet at the ¥eot of 
the bed was wide open. Dr. E. H. Webster, 
who was called, said that she had been dead 
for several hours. 

The mother was prostrated by the shock. 
Frederick Arnd. a friend ot the family, took 
charge of the household, notified the polic 
and sent telegrams to relatives and — 
The son, Earl. was recalled from Round Lake, 
Wis., where he had been spending a vacation, 
and two of Mrs. Sholes sisters were sum- 
moned. 

An effort was made to reach Mr. Sholes, 
who was supposed to be either at Otthwa 
Beach or in the White Hills, and telegrams 
were sent to him at several places in the east, 
but no answer was received to show he would 
be present at the funeral, which will be held 
this afternoon. 

Miss Sholes is said to have been deeply be- 
loyed by him, there being a marked similarity 
between them. the daughter having inherited 
many of the characteristic traits of her in- 
ventor father.

RED MEN BAR LIQUOR DEALERS. 


Wisconsin Great Council, However, 
Rules That All Who Are Now 
Members May Remain So. 


La Crosse, Wis., Aug. 13.—[{Special.]— 
Liquor dealers will not be allowed to join 
the Wisconsin Improved Order of Red Men 
in the future, although those now in the order 
may retain their membership. The great 
council today adopted a resolution barring 
saloonkeepers, bartenders, brewers, and all 
others connected with the manufacture or 
sale of intoxicating liquors.

MOTHER SAVES BABY IN WELL; 
LITTLE GIRL RESCUES BOTH. 


Woman Leaps After Child and Climbs 
Out Holding Little One in Her Teeth 
by Dress. 


Fulton, Mo., Aug. 13.—[Special.]—With a 
mother’s disregard of danger when her off- 
spring ts in peril, and at the risk of her own 
life, Mrs. K. B. Stephenson, a frail little 
woman, lowered herself into an eighteen 
foot well, saved her 2 year old child from 
drowning, and climbed to the top, holding 
the infant in her teeth by the dress. The 
babe was playing near the well. 

Mrs. Stephenson heard the child cry and 
turned in time to see it fall. Rushing to the 
well she grasped the rope and leaped to the 
bottom. 

Fearing that she would be seized with 
cramps if she remained in the cold water, 
Mrs. Stephenson fastened her teeth in the 
baby’s frock and climbed the wall of the 
well with the aid of the rope. 

Mrs. Stephenson's feat was almost too 
much for her strength. But for the old- 
est of the children she surely must 
have failed. The little girl, lying down, 
reached into the well and grabbed the baby, 
thus lessening the mother’s burden. Sum- 
moning all her rapidly waning strength, 
Mrs. Stephenson scrambled on to the ground 
and fell over in a dead faint. 

She recovered before aid arrived, and strug- 
gled into the house, clasping the babe to her 
breast, gradually restoring to it the warmth 
of life. 

Fate aided Mrs. Stephenson in her heroic 
plunge after her child. As the force of the 
water had saved the bab from instant 
death, it also broke the force of the mother’s 
fall. 

Had the mother wavered a moment before 
entering the well the child would have died. 
as its light attire was soaked through and 
carried the small body to the bottom. The 
water was so clear even in the depths of 
the well as to be practically transparent. 
Mrs. Stephenson afterward explained that 
it enabled her to snatch up the little one on 
the instant she reached the bottom. 

Neither Mrs. Stephenson nor the baby 
seemed any the worse for the experience. 
Upon reaching home the husband summoned 
a physician, but before his arrival he aided 
the mother in swathing the baby in hot 
blankets to prevent pneumonia.

JAP-CHINESE ROW OVER POLICE. 


China Resents Action of Mikado’s Lega- 
tion Guards in Killing Sup- 
posed Spy. 


PEKING, Aug. 


18,—The, Killing of a Jap 
anese army officer supposed to be a spy and 
traitor dy Japanese soldiers attached to the 
Peking legation will result in the presenta - 
tion by China of a formal protest against the 
doing of police duty by the legation guard 
outside of the legation precincts. 

The officer was Capt. Kawakita. He was 
charged with selling Japanese military se- 
crets to a foreign power, and disappeared 
from Japan in June. On Aug. 1 he was dis- 
covered, disguised as a Chinaman, hiding 
near the war office in Peking. Thie know!l- 
edge was communicated to the legation 
guards and a detachment was sent out to 
capture him. He resisted arrest, whereupon 
the guards fired at him. 

The evidence against Capt. Kawakita 
showed that he was under the protection of 
Ting Chang, an attaché of the judge advo- 
cate’s department of the Chinese war office, 
and that he made use of the name of Ting 
Chang and was engaged in tutoring eight 
Chinese army officers. | 
M. Abe, the Japanese chargé d’ affaires, has 
urged lack of time in extenuation of the.ac- 
tion of the guard in not notifying the Chinese 
authorities before trying to arrest the eap- 
tain. He explains that the latter's resist- 
ance was unforeseen and that his shooting 
could not be avoided. The Chinese govern- 
ment is not satisfied with this explanation

The es- 
tates were alienated by the action of the 
Spanish government in 1888, but the Catholic 
church alleged that the act was not prop- 
erly carried into effect and sought to have 
them restored, alleging that the church was 
especially dependent since the United States

England is therefore now about to take 
the steps promised by Sir Edward Grey, and 
it may be taken for granted that unless 
she becomes involved in European compli- 
cations, either with Germany or In connec- 
tion with Turkey, her action on the Congo 
will be of a very radical character. In fact, 
it is rumored in England that the detach- 
ment of Admiral Sir Percy Scott from the 
channel fleet of Lord Charles Beresford and 
his: appointment to the command of acruiser 
squadron under orders for the South and 
West African waters is connected with some 
impending naval move against the Congo 
Free State, such as, possibly, the blockade 
of the mouth of the river. 

Sir Edward Grey states that until how 
England in its demands upon King Leopold 
and the Congo Free State for the recognition 
of treaty rights has been alane, save for the 
United States, and he at the same time an- 
nounced that Great Britain will be delighted 
with the cobperation of any of the other 
powers, and to be relieved of enforcing 
single handed the reforms of the gross abuses 
ofwhich the Free State has rendered itself 
guilty. The English government has, how- 
ever, made it abundantly clear that while 
it is ready to accept the codperation of other 
powers, as on the occasion of the bombard- 
ment of Alexandria in 1882, it is determined 
to proceed alohe if no other powers move in 
the matter. 

—— 


Sir Edward likewise in his speech a fort- 
night ago in the house of commons intimated 
that even if the Belgian government were to 
take over the Congo Free State, Great Brit- 
ain would consider it necessary to submit to 
close examination the terms of the transfer, 
since it would not tolerate any longer forced 
labor by natives, and would only sanction 
the concessions granted by Leopold and by 
the Free State government if it was found 
that they violated none of England's treaty 
rights. He intimated that this question of 
the concessions, however, might become a 
matter for arbitration with the Belgian gov- 
erument if it took over Congo land as a 
colony, whereas it is not arbitration but 
action that is imminent in the dealings of 
England with King Leopold and 2 Free 
State. 

While on this subject I may ieontion the 
significant fact that, according to an official 
return just presented by the Congo Free 
State, through the Belgian premier, to the 
national legislature at Brussels, there is not 
a single citizen, either of the Untted States 


or of Great Britain, in the employ of King 


Leopold and his misnamed Free State gov- 
ernment in Congo land. The list in question 
shows 166 Swedes, thirty Danes, fifty-four 
Norwegians, ninety-four Swiss, fifty-two 
Finns, 118 Italians, nine Dutchmen, only 
fourteen Germans, three Frenchmen, three 
Russians, one Austrian, one Bulgarian, and 
one Armenian, but not a single American or 
Englishman. 

Formerly there were many Italians. But 
when King Victor Emmanuel! heard of the 
atrocities and offigial malfeasance in the 
Free State he sent out a personal representa- 
tive to investigate, and the report which his 
delegate made was of such a shocking 
character that Victor Emmanuel and his 
government peremptorily forbade any re- 
tired officers or none loned officers of 
his army to take service under Leopold in 
the Free State, and caused warnings to be 
issued to all his subjects to avoid that par- 
ticular portion of Africa.

Surrounded 17 comforts and pleasure mak - 
intz devices ot all sorts in his new quarters 
at the IIlinois Children’s Home and Aid so- 
clety building in Evanston, “ Buster Brown ” 
yesterday was seized by a whim to see his 
big friends who guarded, petted and spoiled 
him at the Harrison street station, and tried 
to run away to“ find pleeceman.”’ 

It wae in an unguarded moment, when Mrs. 
T. P. Stebbins, superintendent of the, Ridge 
avenue home, was talking about the boy to a 
bevy of women visitors, that Buster,” who 
still clings to that title in preference to his 
own name, Clarence Crump, or his former 
nickname, “ Micky,” slipped through the 
screen door, down the steps, and into the 
street. He had run several blocks before 
being caught and restored to the arms of 
Mrs. Stebbins, who carried him to the third 
floor, where he would be under the watchful 
eye of a nurse. 

He is to remain in Evanston until his fate 
is decided today by Judge Pinckney in the 
Juvenile court, and it is presumed that the 
court will permit him to be given into the 
safe keeping of W. A. Paulsen, the Higin 
man whose wife ig so anxious for the pos- 
session of the boy. 

His mother already has given her consent 
to the adoption, and it is expected the con- 
sent of the father, Alfred Crump, will be 
gained.

Tells Need of the Animal . 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—{ Editor of The Tribune. 
I want to enter a protest against the ad- 
verse criticisms of Judge Gemmill regarding 
the animal refuge conducted by the Anti- 
Cruelty society. Judge Gemmill’s remarks 
lead the public to a misunderstanding of the 
character and scope of this animal — 
work. 

The society has no sentimental desire, * 
the means, to maintain animals in luxury, 
nor even to harbor any of them indefinitely. 
Nor is the refuge intended as a hospital mere- 
ly for the cure of sick cats and mangey 
eurs.”’ It le a temporary place of detention 
for strayed and lost animals, which may be 
returned to their owners or for which good 
homes may be found. . 

The maimed and hopelessly’ diseased ani- 
mals are painlessly put out of their suffering. 
If desirable homes are not proffered fd? the 
healthier ones it is considered wisest and 
best to insure them no further neglect or 
\misfortune by giving them also a painiess 
death. 

Only one who ts grossly and inexcusably 
ignorant of humane conditions in other cities 
would condemn such a charity as if it was 
an unpre ted and unusual departure 
from all tradition and practice. 

Other large cities have long since recog- 
nized both thé wisdom and the necessity for 
this charity, and it is worthy of comment 
that these cities—notabl w York City, 
with its dense population—have not found it 
necessary strictly ta enforce dog muzzling 
ordinances. This proves that numerous ani- 
mal relief stations and the re response of 
humane societies to all applications from per- 
sons seeking to dispose of unwanted animals 
have minimized the stray animal danger and 
given security to the public. 

These shelters are by no means experiments 
in other cities, but have been established and 
encouraged for many years and are the bene- 
ficiaries of endowments from citizens who, 
from long observation, have been convinced 
of their necessity and usefulness. The open- 
ing of such a refuge in Chicago is simply a 
laggarad step in the right direction. If any 
society or individual is willing to assist the 
city in its neglected care for animals, Should 
such ul work be misrepresented, de- 
rid and opposed? 

It has been often asse that these stray 
animals carry and breed dis: and conse- 
quently menace and endanger the public 
health. . If this assertion be true any persons 
who remove wandering animals from the 
streets perform a signal service to the com- 
munity, besides performing a humane act 
toward the animal. 

For reason and justice, let no one decry a 
humane sentiment toward any living creat- 
ure. The indulgence and growth of such sen- 
timents will ever be for the betterment of 
our race, and will mean humanity’ sadvance.
